A dispateh from Berlin states that only a few
curlons travellers thus far have visited Wilhelme-
hinven since the arrival there of the Emperor Na-
poicon, and more than half of thess were Awmeri-
cang.

Early vesterday mornlug, a flag of troce was dis-
played by the French, and it was hoped that it
meant a capitulation,

I'he tiring censcd, and an officer and guard ad-
vanced townrd the Prussinn lines, asking, in the
nawe of General Ulrich, a cessation of the fiving to
enable a party of femal®® and a few wounded civi-
linng, who had hitherto persisted in remaining, to
leave the city., The request was grantad. Some
of the fugitives, in conversation, stated that the
suflerings of the people were intense,

The provisions are served, and in very limitad
quantities, and the mortality and sickness caused
by the deprivalions continued very great.

On the 14th, the citizens wade another appesl! to
General Ulrich to yield to the inevitable desting.,
The commander replied that his position was most
painful, but be must at all hazards dischiarge his
duty to his conntry.

go under escort to (his eity, Many ofiicers, in-
cluding the French commander, remained in the
yard of the citadel, apd when the last man had
passed the citadel gate, two powerfal detonations
were heard in quick succession. T'he powder maga-
zine, shells, eartridges, and a mine explodad, and
all in the yard were buried in the ruius. Thero
was fearful destruction, and the losses caunot be
necertpined.

The French are ordering immenge quantities of
arms and ammunition from Eonglind,

Mr. Lowe, Chancellor of the Exchequer, in a
gpeech to-day at Elgin, pronounced in the strongest
manner against intervention or mediation between
Frapce and Prussia in any torm whatever. Inter-
vention means an abandonment of neutrality, but
we have no desire whate er to be drawn into a
quarrel not of our own seeking. I see no reason
whatever to apprehend that we shall. Mediation
we tried before the war, but when you come to
spenk of mediation after the sword has been

rawn, you get a totnlly different set of considera-
tiong. [t is no longer a question of the rights of
parties, but a question of relative power. The
sword is an evil mediator, but does its work de-
cirively; and if, after the parties have ealled the
sworid in, we were to bogin to mediate, then we
ghould be wearing our neutrality exceedingly thin.

The conflicting nations know their own strength,
and what they require for gecurity, If a third na-
tion tries to interpose hetween them, whatever ad-
vice it gives, it must take sides with either one or
the other, and go cease to be neutral. Should we
advire Prussia to be content with less than she de-
mands, we should be sctually taking the part of
France against Prussia, and throwing our moral
weight iuto the scale in favor of France. If, on
the other hand, we advised France to accept terms
she deemed inconsistent with her national diguivy,
we should be taking the part of Prossia, what, F
my judgment, we ought to avoid.
